The Supreme C ou rt’s recent decis­ 
ion holding the 
Tennessee 
Valley 
Authority con titutioital, insofar as 
the (mints at is u- 
in the test case 
wen* concerned, has served to par­ 
tially clear the clouded air that has 
sui rounded the F ederal government's 
mo t ambitious venture into realms 
that have in the past been considered 
the exclusive province of private bus­ 
iness. 
I he jssue is no longer a legal 
one 
it has now left the courts and 
must in the 
future 
be 
considered 
purely in the light of public policy. 
I he Supreme Court is a judicial 
body, without authority to venture 
an opinion as to th* wisdom of an 
Act of Congress. 
The C ourt’s solo 
J ut ere t in any ease is to interpret a 
law or a decision of an inferior court 
in the light of the basic law of the 
land, the Constitution. In the present 
case, th** Court found that the gov­ 
e rnm ent may build dams for consti­ 
tutional purposes, that it may sell 
electricity generated by such dams, 
arid that it may take steps necessary 
i to moving that electricity to a m a r­ 
ket. 
Constitutionality of the TVA 
as . whole was not involved, and the 
Court may in the future be called up­ 
on to decide the legality of other 
phasic of I V A ’s va-t social and eco- 
n*>mic undertakings. 
However, even if all c f TVA is 
eventualy held legal, is the precedent 
established by the Authority a wise 
on* , that square- with democratic iu- 
stitutions, and with a national phil­ 
osophy that has always encouraged 
the freest possible play of private in­ 
itiative?

S T A T E 
A N D

While this article speaks mainly of 
a proposed am endm ent to our Texas 
Constitution, it applies equally to 
ether states. Close calculation shows 
that the proposed $15 per month pen­ 
sion award to Texas citizens would 
prove to be an intolerable burden to 
the taxpayers of Texas, especially 
under our present methods of money 
and taxation. 
And yet, over and 
above all argum enta to the contrary, 
there is an unanswerable necessity 
for pensions to the aged, cripples and 
orphans. 


Two questions arise, where get the 
money and which should pay the pen­ 
sion, the Federal or State G overn­ 
m ent? States do not originate mon­ 
ey and increased taxation fo r pen­ 
sion purposes is unthinkable a t pres­ 
ent. 
Then what? 
The Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent must is.-ue the necessary ’ 
funds. 
Texas, as well as other States, are 
now interested in pension laws be­ 
cause our National Congress is be­ 
laboring itself to create a National 
Pension law to be adm inistered by 
the states under an equal d ;vision of 
necessary funds; hence our proposed 
Texas am endm ent means well but is 
deficient in a broad vims of related 
questions. The plan of tying together 
the State and National Governments 
in a 50-50 responsibility for funds, 
is vicious in the extrem e, and was no 
doubt conceived and designed for the 
purpose of fixing forever the present 
bond system on the American people. 
Hence, th at part of the Amend­ 
m ent which alludes favorably to the 
50-50 partnership with Uncle Sam 
was a stupendous error, 
lf this Fed­ 
eral addition be made a reality in the 
final work-out, then the enormous 
taxation ju st mentioned, will prob­ 
ably be doubled or trebled. 
Both the State and National funds 
for this pension work would have to 
be procured at the present by inter­ 
est bond issues to be lifted by in 
creased taxation on the people. It is 
figured that present taxes would soon 
be considerably more than double. 
This would certainly be destructive 
to State welfare. 
But this pension 
concept should be carried out in a 
practical light, for thus only can a 
civilized people show forth humane 
instincts in keeping with its claims of 
moi a1 advancem ent. 


To this end I am suggesting that 
our people refer this Amendment 
back 
to 
our 
next 
Legislature 
for reconstruction so as to include 
the following changes, viz.: Call only 
for National paym ent for pensions; 
make the monthly am ount $30, or 
more, instead of $15, and then let 
every State Legislature memorialize j 
and recommend to Congress th at it 
immediately use its power to “coin 
money" and issue sufficient for pen­ 
sion purposes uniform in all 
the 
States, and prorate the same in ac­ 
cordance with vital statistics to the? 
various State Governments for their 
distribution as each State law may 
direct. 


It is inhuman for the Government 
not to institute some form of pension 
for the relief of the aged, cripples 
and orphans; and it is both inhuman 
and imbecilic to institute it by the 
present process of borrow ng and pay­ 
ing interest to idle- money merchants. 
It would be practical and rational 
to institute it by issuing the money 
direct to the pensioners w ithout pay­ 
ing it first through the hands of the 
money manipulators. 
Let us all be 
sensible enough to demand of our 
Congressman that such a law be pas>- 
ed. 
Oh, you say, how can the Gov­ 
ernm ent ever get that money back? 
Ans. lf it needs it back, levy a grad­ 
uated income tax and a gradated 
property tax for deflation and de­ 
pletion purposes, and all would be 
well.
